It was 50 years ago when | 
graduated from Cental High 
School. this class was proba- 
bly one of the poorest classes 
ever to receive a a high school

Since our class was loo poor 
to rent caps and gowns. we 
were told to wear our best 
Sunday clothes. The males.in 
our class decided to buy a red 
and black tie which sold for 50 
cents. | graduated with a pur- 
ple tie | borrowed froman older 
brother. 

During our high schooldays, 
we had seen our athletic teams 
win city high school cham- 
pionships in football, basket- 
ball, track, cross country, golf, 
wrestling andgymnastics. 
Some of these teams also won 
district arid state titles 

We had also witnessed. the 
collapse of our wooden 
bleachers sending more than 
2,000 students tumbling to the 
ground at the half time of_a 
football game with Young- 
stown Chaney in 1930. No one 
was seriously injured and 
Chaney won the game before 
an. estimated 4,000 fans. 

As teen-agers we had seen 
prohibition in action. Such 
illegal acts as “racketeering,” 
“hijacking, “bootlegging,” 
“speakeasies,”’ and ‘'road- 
houses” were the order.of the 
day. In many cities, bribing of 
city officials was common- 
place. 

Among my peers you were 
not a man unless you smoked 
cigarettes (even if you had to 
pick ‘em up from streets), drink 
homebrew and/or engage in 
sex. Yes, these were the good 
old days. 

To the January Class of 
1933, this was the beginning of 
the period in our history which 
was labeled, ‘‘The Great 
Depression.” It was also the 
year a new president of the 
United States appeared on the 
scene and assured us that we 
had nothing to fear. In charg- 
ing us to face the future with 
confidence and courage, he 
said, “The only thing we have 
to fear, is fear itself." He gave 
us hope and we had faith he 
would help us. 

Although this. leader was

The most important part of 
tis program, os far as the Class 
of 1933 was concerned, was 
ihe initiating of his Emergency 
Conservation Work Actandthe 
Works Progress Adminis- 
tra(WPA). tion-The ECW. Act 
gave_birth ta the Civilian-Con- 
servation Corps which is best 
known by its initials, CCC 

Once the CCC program got 
underway, young men were 
sent to all parts of the country 
to carry on the work of helping 
to protect the nation's natural 


resources. Fhese chores con 


sisted of planting trees. fight- 
ing forest fires, building 
bridges“and erosion dams 
draining marshlands; combat- 
ing insects and gil diseases, 
etc 

Each enrollee was paid $30 
per month-of which $25 of this 
amount was sent directly by 
the government to the appili- 
cant's. family. Thus as- teen- 
agers we were taught to share 
our good luck with-others. By 
the end of 1936. more than 1.6 
million young men had 
received CCC training 

It was my good fortune to be 
selected for this program So 
President Roosevelt went into 
the White House in March and | 
went into the woods in May 
From this-experience, fighting 
forest fires and building roads 
through the mountains of 
northern California, made me 
more determined to go to 
college 

Soon after the CCC program 
started, the National Youth 
Administration.was created as 
a branch of the WPA. Many 
thousands of students were 
paid small stipends for work 
done after hours. In addition to 
this program, both men and 
women beyond legal school 
age were assigned to special 
projects. 

Of-the-1+21-students-in-the 
January Class of 1933, there 
were eleven black males and 
five black females.

My pride was the only 
thing that went with me to the 
Welfare Department that morn- 
ing. 1 am ina situation that is not 
of my own making. | had 
exhausted all means of self- 
support before finally going to 
the Welfare Department. 

People who are employed at 
a social agency such as the 
Franklin County Welfare 
Department would do well to 
place themselves in the posi- 


tion of the people they are sup- 


posed to be serving: 


1 do not wish that Welfare

Court Prepares To Hear 98-Count 
indictment Against Dr. Jackson

Gene Brush contacted Frank- 
lin County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Michael Miller to tell him 
that he had discovered evi- 
dence that authorities may 
have sent the wrong man to 
prison. 

Mitler contacted Public 
Defender James Kura at his 
home that night and the two 
men spent the next day. locat- 
ing William Bernard Jackson, 
who at the time was serving a 
14-50 year sentence at the 
London Correctional Facility 
for a rape and burglary 
conviction. 

Charges wereofficially 
dropped against William Jack- _ 
son on Sept. 25. William Jack- 
sonis notrelatedto Dr. Edward 
Jackson, and despite reports 
to the contrary, does not 
resembie Dr. Jackson. 

William Jackson's story was 
recently told on CBS "60 Min- 
utes"State Rep. Otto Beatty, 
D-Columbus, has introduced 
legislation that would allow 
William Jackson to seek com- 
pensation for the 4% years that 
he spent in prison. 

Dr. Jackson is accused of 
entering the homes of young 
women in the morning hours, 
usually through an unlocked 
window. Dr. Jackson allegedly 
entered the Fitzhenry Bivd: 
apartment by prying open a 
patio door 

Dr. Jackson has retained 
Attorneys John W.E.Bowen 
and James Lewis of the law 
firm of Brownfield, Bowen & 
Bally. 

Prosecutor Miller's top team, 
Senior Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorneys Al White and Edward 
Morgan, will prosecute. 

The case is scheduled to be 
heard in Franklin County 
Common Pleas Judge G.W. 
Fais’ courtroom. 

Dr. Jackson's attorneys filed 
a flurry of motions on his 
behalf, most of which were 
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of Franklin County. Bowenand 
Lewis argued that Dr. Jackson 
“cannot receive a fair trial in 
Franklin County, or any other 
central Ohio community, 
because the extensive public- 
ity and inflammatory nature of 
the events surrounding this 
case have removed any sub- 
stantial likelihood of seating an 
impartial jury.” 

Fais ruled that he would wait 
until the start of the trial to 
determine if a fair and impartial 
jury can be seated. 

The defendant also lost a 
motion in December to have 
the state identify all evidence 
and witnesses as they pertain 
toeachcount in the indictment 

Perhaps the biggest hurdle 
for Bowen and Lewis was 
attempting in February to get 
the. court-to suppress-evidence 
that they allege’ was illegally 
taken from Dr. Jackson's car 
after he was arrested 

The attorneys requested a 
closed pre-trial hearing, 
allegedly some of the informa- 
tion discussed in the hearing 
could be prejudicial if Jackson 
was tried in Franklin County. 

The Columbus Dispatch 
filed a friend of the court brief 
opposing the closing of the 
hearing, stating that Central 
Ohio residents had aright to 
know. 

Fais denied the motion to 
close the hearing, assuring the 
Parties that ‘the motion to 
suppress evidence will be con- 
ducted fairly and impartially 
within the confines of the law 
governing such proceedings.” 

While arguing to suppress 
the information allegedly taken 
from Dr. Jackson's car, most 
notably a list which reportedly 
contained the names of alleged 
rape victims, Jackson's attor- 
neys saw the court rule against 
them again. 

The attorneys argued that 
police only became aware of 
the existence of the list after 
they overheard a conversation 
SeharenOc Jackson:-and. his 
eomro  iB ee 
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detective bureau at police 
headquarters on the morning 
of his arrest. . 

Bowen was out of town the 
morning of Jackson's arrest, so 
his wife goniacted Malek, a 
personal‘riend and patient of 
Dr. Jackson, 

During the conversation, Dr. 
Jackson told Malek that he had 
to talk to his wife, Alice Jack- 
son, about a list that was in his 
car, Malek said during the pre- 
trial hearing. 

The attorneys questioned 
why detectives waited until two 
days after Dr. Jackson's ‘arrest 
before they requested asearch 
warrant 

The attorneys believed that 
Dr. Jackson's and Malek’s con: 
versation was everheard in the 
aetective bureau interrogation 
room. 

Dr. Jackson's car, a 1973 
Mercedes-Benz was found 
about 11-10 that morning.in 
front of 4967 Fuller Dr.. several 
blocks from the Fitzhenry Bivd. 
address. The keys were in the 
ignition and various items were 
in view. The car was towed to 
the Columbus Police Crime 
Lab, 520 King Ave. 

In his February ruling, Fais 
said he could find no evidence 
that the attorney-client rela- 
tionship had been breached 
and ruled that the evidence 
gathered from the car would be 
admissible. 

Dr. Jackson, who is free on 
$100,000 surety bond and 
$200,000 recognizance bond 
guaranteed by his father and 
wife, has entered not guilty 
pleas to all the charges. 

He has declined to be inter- 
viewed. His attorneys refuse to 
comment. Bowen has said that 
he has a policy of not discuss- 
ing his clients with the media. 

Shortly after his arrest Dr. 
Jackson resigned from St. 
Anthony Hospital and Mt. 
Carmel West Medical Center. 

Dr. Jackson’s arrest stunned 
many in thecommunity.

Economist Andrew Brimmer 


DAWN: Is something unusual 
happening with the economic signals 
in the current recession? 

BRIMMER: The economic signals 
have been mixed, but more fun- 
damentally, the recession is the 
longest and the deepest we have had 
.in the post - World War II period. I 
believe the signals are more confused 
because the recession itself has been 
so deep and so-prolonged. 


DAWN: What is your reading of the 
prospects for an economic recovery, 
as to timing of the upturn and how 
robust? 

BRIMMER: As we closed out 1982, 
thé unfolding evidence suggested that 
economic activity was picking up. I 
believe economic recovery will begin 
in the first quarter of 1983 but the 
recovery’s pace will be quite slow 
compared with the rate of expansion 
in the past. 

I believe that during the first 12 
months following this upturn the 
growth rate will be about 3 to 3.5 
percent and that will be roughly half 
as strong, half as vigorous, as ‘the 
growth of about 7 percent in real GNP 
during previous upturns. One reason 
for that is the continuing high level of 
interest rates. We really need much 
lower rates in order to stimulate 
investment and thus give a bigger 
boost to the economy. ‘ 


DAWN: How does the lenght of the 


present recession compare with those ' 


of the past? 

BRIMMER: It will be much longer. 
This recession will probably turn out 
to have been 18 to 19 months long, 
about one and a half times as long as 
the 11 months, certainly a little less 
than 12 months, of the average 
recession since the end of World War 

DAWN: For decades, efforts have 
been made to bring about equal op- 
portunity for blacks in employment. 
Are there pragmatic reasons to ex- 
pect improvement soon in the gap 
between black and white unem- 
ployment rates? 

BRIMMER: No, there is no reason 
to expect any improvement in the 
near term. If anything one should 
expect’ the situation to worsen 
somewhat. And the reason is as

follows: We have seen in this 
recession layoffs that have cut deeply 
into seniority ranks. 

And in many parts of the economy, 
where trade unions are strongly 
rea. evra and that’s mainly in the 
industrial sectors, layoffs tend to be 
by seniority and callbacks tend to be 
by seniority. 

This would mean that, because 
typically blacks have less seniority 
than whites in most of these jobs, as 
economic activity picks up and people 
formerly laid off are called back, 
blacks are likely to be far back in the 
line. Not necessarily at the tail end of 
the line because there are.in some 
industries now a number.of- blacks 


with a lot of. seniority. But un-. 


fortunately where blacks have a lot of 
seniority the industries are in bad 
shape, such as steel, automobiles, and 
so on. 


Blacks are not represented so 
heavily in the high technology in- 
dustries which have done somewhat 
better and will do better in the future. 

DAWN: Do you agree with those 
who say that government 
policymakers have brought down 
inflation in part by sacrificing jobs? 

BRIMMER: No. I wouldn’t put it 
that way. I would say the national 
objective. was -to reduce inflation. 
Monetary policy conducted by the 
Federal Reserve was devoted to that 
purpose. In a half - hearted way, 
government fiscal policy aimed at the 
same thing. 

But the only way to reduce inflation 
by using tight money and to some 
extent restrictive budgets. (but 
remem ber I said that it has been tight 
money and loose budgets), is to 
reduce the level of economic activity. 
Output is affected adversely; jobs are 
derived from production. 

There is a principle in economics 
which says the demand for labor is 
derived -from the demand for the 
product. So if the demand for 
products drops, production drops, and 
jobs will drop. So it would not be 
‘correct to say that policymakers set 
out to end inflation by sacrificing 
jobs. It would be correct to say that 
policy makers knew that, if they use 
restrictive policies to bring down 
inflation, output would drop, and 
unemployment would rise. It was 
deliberate. It was a byproduct. But 
the result is bad. 

DAWN: You have favored a sub - 
minimum wage for teen - agers. Some 
critics fear such a wage would hurt 
unskilled adult workers more than it 
would teen - agers. What would be the 
benefit of such a sub - minimum wage 
for teen agers? 

BRIMMER: Let us keep in mind 
what we are talking about. We are 
talking about a statutory minimum 
wage which says to employers you 
cannot pay less than $3.50 an hour or 
whatever it happens to be at any 
particular time. So, although there 
are people, adults as well as teen - 
agers, who might be willing to work 
for less, the employer is being told by 
a statute that he cannot offer that job

Fresh, white talent make that, 
because gradually diminishing TV 
money (now threatened even more 
with the expanded football contract 
held by the March-to-July USFL 
season) will put.a greater burden on 
league box-offices. And owners feel 
that box-office revenue is provided by 
white fans for the most part. 

As viewed from here, the fears may 
have some merit. But the course the 
clubowners are surveying may not be 
the answer. 


Based on past performances, the 
black athlete in basketball, as in all 
the major sports, has a tendency to 
hang on much longer than there is 
reason to expect. It can be a long wait 
to find adequate white replacements, 

For years, it was felt that topline 
athletes were ready for the pasture 
when they neared the age of mid- 
thirties. Some few were kept around 
for sentimental reasons or because 
their names continued to reap magic 
in the minds of fans.

BRIMMER: Well, I have a peculiar 
view about boycotts. I do not like 
boycotts. I think they are a blunt 
instrument. What is a boycott? It 
means a decision not to buy. You 
might be able to pin point those and 
Say, especially if it is in one city, and 

e is an employer who has been 
Particularly active in a way that is 
against the best interest, Say of 
organized labor. blacks or others. So 
you can pinpoint that and withhold 
your patronage and put him out otf 
business or at least make him come 
around. 

Unfortunately, some of the new 
boycotts are being directed at com- 
panies on the grounds that they 


themselves have not done enough to 
open up ownership opportunities or 
job opportunities or whatnot. Let me 
Speak ‘directly about the boycotts 
being directed at some of the 
breweries. . 

I happen to know that some of the 
breweries have been out front in 
opening up unemployment op- 
portunities and in providing help to 
black - owned businesses. On the 
other hand, it is true that very few 
blacks have franchises or 
distributorships,. and this raises a 
very tough question.'In some places 
the franchises are now held by white 
businessmen. 

Are the boycotters saying take 
those away or break up the territory 
and divide it with blacks? These get to 
be very complicated. In some cages, 
as these are turned over, especially 
where blacks make up a large share 
of the market, blacks ought to have an 
opportunity to acquire these fran- 
chises to get into the wholesaling end. 

But I would not endorse boycotts en 
masse. I would never give a blanket 
endorsement of all boycotts. Some of 
them can be helpful, some can be very 
harmful. ;

In track, the name Rod Milburn 
brings back memories of the gold 
medal hurdler of the 1972 Olympics at 
Munich.

Eighteen when she 
first qualified, Willye was in her mid- 
thirties when she made her last long 
jump among the world’s best women 
athletes. 

Althea Gibson had passed her 30th 
birthday when she won world tennis 
championships (Wimbledon and 
Forest Hills) in 1957, then repeated a 
year later.
